Annual  Report  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1965. 

To  the  Chairman  amd  Councillors  of  the  Rural  District  of  South 
East  Derbyshire. 

It  is  my  privilege  and  honour  to  present  this  my  twelfth  Annual 
Report. 

During  the  year,  1,742  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
received  ;  a  considerable  increase  on  the  previous  year’s  972.  Most 
of  this  increase  is  accounted  for  by  the  Measles  epidemic  which 
contributed  1,513  as  against  739  notifications.  This  disease  can 
cause  debilitation  and  lung  damage  in  infants  ;  and  it  is,  therefore, 
most  encouraging  to  be  able  to  report  the  production  of  measles 
vaccines  ;  one  utilizing  a  dead  virus  and  the  other  a  live  virus. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  in  the  near  future,  a  safe  and  effective  (and 
reaction  free)  measles  vaccine  will  be  available. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  also  increased  from  40  in  1962  to  78  cases 
in  1965,  recording  a  steady  increase  in  each  year.  Complications  can 
still  occur  due  to  this  disease  and  every  case  should  be  routinely 
checked  for  renal  damage — as  is  done  by  most  General  Practitioners 
in  this  District.  Are  there  more  susceptibles  to  this  disease  now,  or 
is  this  just  a  further  mutational  development  of  new  strains  of 
streptoccocus  ? 

Whooping  Cough  showed  a  welcome  reduction  from  100  to  37 
notifications — still  a  far  cry  from  the  5  reported  cases  in  1962. 

There  were  31  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during 
the  year,  the  largest  recorded  number  in  recent  years,  only  just 
surpassed  in  1961  with  34,  whilst  in  1955  there  were  44  notifications. 

Certainly  circumstances  have  changed  greatly  from  the  1950'’s — - 
The  accepted  therapy  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  now  cures,  and 
allows  him  or  her  to  take  their  place  as  an  active  member  of  the 
community.  The  infectious  nature  of  the  disease  can  be  controlled 
in  all  except  the  most  advanced  and  chronic  cases.  What  then  is  the 
reason  for  the  increase  of  notifiable  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
in  the  last  four  years  from  12 — 20 — 2'6 — 31  ?  In  my  earlier  Annual 
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Reports  I  pointed  out  that  the  T.B.  Skin-tests  carried  out  in  our 
Senior  Schools  gave  a  high  yield  of  positives  (showing  those  children 
had  already  met  the  Tubercle  Bacillus).  The  only  way  they  could 
have  met  the  organisms  (in  most  cases)  was  from  unknown  and 
undetected  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  cases. 

A  programme  of  visits  by  the  No.  2  Mass  Mobile  Radiography 
Unit  was  arranged  in  suspect  areas.  The  B.C.G.  Programme  in 
Senior  Schools,  which  offers  protection  against  Tuberculosis  was 
promoted  as  enthusiastically  as  ever  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
Head  Teachers  and  their  staffs  in  the  schools  in  this  District — thus 
ensuring  a  high  level  of  acceptance  for  this  immunisation  procedure. 
This,  of  course,  can  only  be  part  of  the  story;  the  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  have  undoubtedly  joined  issue  with  this  Disease,  and  are 
referring  all  suitable  chest  conditions  to  the  Consultant  Chest 
Physician  for  his  examination  and  advice,  and  usually  a  full  X-ray 
of  the  chest.  In  addition,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  general  public, 
fortified  by  the  great  medical  advances  made  against  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  have  now  lost  their  fear  of  the  disease  and  are  seeking 
early  the  services  of  their  General  P'ractitioner  and  the  Consultant 
Chest  Physician,  The  Chest  Clinic,  Green  Lane,  Derby. 

Grandad’s  chronic  cough  ;  Grandma’s  bronchitis  ;  Father’s 
post  influenzal  debility,  with  or  without  cough,  and  Mother’s 
‘smoking’  cough,  need  attention  and  assurance  at  such  a  Centre. 
Yearly  visits  to  the  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  when  it  is  in 
the  Parish  (or  at  Derby  or  Nottingham)  are  important.  We  must 
do  all  we  can  to  eradicate  this  disease  and  its  consequences  from  the 
District.

This  makes  very  depressing  reading  and  highlights  one  of  the 
rising  scourges  of  modern  times.  A  detailed  comment  is  contained  in 
the  body  of  the  Report. 

It  is  always  a  source  of  amazement  and  wonder  to  me  ;  that 
when  there  are  so  many  ways  of  relaxing,  recreation  and  pleasure 
available  to  the  community  and  the  individual — he  or  she  is  not 
prepared  or  cannot  discipline  themselves  with  regard  to  the  smoking 
of  cigarettes,  containing  known  cancer  provoking  agents. 

A  detailed  list  of  Exfoliative  Cytology  Clinics  which  serve  this 
District  is  included  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  These  are  important 
in  detecting  early  and  pre-malignant  cases  of  cancer  of  the  cervix. 
In  time,  one  can  hope  for  a  decrease  in  the  occurrence  of  this  con¬ 
dition  through  this  procedure,  which  should  be  repeated  every  two 
years. 

This  Authority  has  a  Housing  Programme  commensurate  with 
its  size  and  importance.  During  the  year  the  5,000th  Council  Dwell¬ 
ing  was  officially  opened  on  30th  June,  1965  by  the  head  of  the 
German  Delegation  from  Offenbach  Landkries,  Herr  Walter  Schmitt. 
The  ceremony  carried  on  undismayed  by  the  torrential  summer  rain! 

Over  recent  years,  there  has  been  a  tremendous  change  in  design 
and  amenities  provided  by  Council  dwellings.  They  now  include 
central  heating  facilities,  never  previously  contemplated.  This 
amenity  may  be  by  utilizing  gas,  electricity  or  solid  fuel.  Some 
use  the  warm  air  principle  for  heating  each  room  as  required.  A 
phased  modernisation  programme  for  the  older  Council  Houses  is 
in  progress,  bringing  them  much  needed  amenities  in  this  modern 
age. 


It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  following  the  demolition 
of  the  prefabricated  bungalows  at  Spondon  and  Sandiacre,  it  has 
been  agreed  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  that  those  at  Chellaston 
shall  at  last  be  removed.  These  prefabricated  bungalows  have  pro¬ 
vided  much  needed  housing  accommodation  and  a  high  standard  of 
amenities — they  have  undoubtedly  become  substandard  and  unfit  for 
human  habitation  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  but  the  inherent 
constructional  defect  of  being  “temporary”  in  design. 

The  Council  have  continued  the  policy  of  providing  Group 
Schemes  for  the  Elderly,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Welfare 
Committee  a  Warden  being  appointed  for  each  Scheme.  It  is  the 
intention  of  the  Council  that  these  facilities  shall  be  available  in 
every  Parish. 
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Below  is  given  a  list  of  Groups  Schemes  for  the  Elderly,  with 
the  Warden  concerned.  The  work  of  these  Wardens  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  all  Members  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  of  this 
Authority,  as  well  as  the  old  people  directly  concerned.

All  Schemes  have  a  Call  Bell  System,  so  that  the  residents  can 
inform  the  Warden  when  an  emergency  arises  or  they  are  in  need 
of  help.  However,  at  Alvaston,  Borrowash,  “Hart  Lea”  Sandiacre, 
Craddock  Avenue,  Spondon  and  Weston-on-Trent,  a  Call  System  is 
used  enabling  the  Warden  to  talk  direct  to  any  member  of  the 
bungalows  under  her  care  and  vice  versa.  This  has  proved  a  great 
advance  over  the  Call  Bell  System  and  the  Council  are  well  pleased 
with  its  efficiency.  This  is  a  call  System  made  by  Smiths  of  Don¬ 
caster. 

When  mentioning  Housing,  I  must  also  pay  tribute  to  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Housing  Manager  of  this  Authority,  Mr.  T.  N. 
Fiske  and  his  devoted  staff.  Many  and  varied  are  the  problems 
they  face,  and  also  to  Miss  P.  Brookes,  s.r.N.,s.C.m.,h.v.,  the 
Housing  Welfare  Officer,  for  the  time  and  care  she  bestows  on  all 
the  Council  tenant  problems  that  come  her  way. 

Private  development  has  a  part  to  play  in  raising  housing  stan¬ 
dards,  whether  by  new  development  or  the  utilizing  of  Improvement 
Grants  for  providing  amenities,  such  as  Hot  Water  Supply  ;  Bath¬ 
room;  W.C.  accommodation;  Kitchen  and  Food  Storage  facilities. 
The  amounts  advanced  up  to  31st  March,  1966  in  connection  with 
Improvement  Grants  and  House  Purchase  Loans,  since  the  coming 
into  force  of  the  Act,  were  £73,960  and  £380,784,  respectively. 
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During  the  year,  there  was  a  temporary  halt  called  by  the 
Government  to  House  Purchase  Loans  bv  Local  Authorities — but 
this  has  now  been  lifted.  The  confidence  of  the  public  in  this 
Authority  is  best  exemplified  by  the  amount  of  money  they  have  in¬ 
vested  into  it,  which  totals  some  £2,638,955  up  to  31st  March,  1966. 

The  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme  has  continued  to 
proceed  satisfactorily.  One  hundred  and  one  houses  were  included 
in  Clearance  Areas,  and  Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  respect  cf 
16  houses.  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  were  made  for  19  houses 
included  in  Clearance  Areas  and  24  individual  houses  were  also  dealt 
with.  O'f  the  original  801  houses  to  be  dealt  with  in  ten  years,  action 
has  been  taken  in  respect  of  724  houses  in  the  Programme.  Also 
440  other  unfit  houses  which  were  not  in  the  programme  have  been 
dealt  with,  making  a  total  of  1,164  unfit  houses  for  which  action 
has  been  taken  up  to  31st  December,  1965. 

For  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1966,  122  Council  Dwellings 
had  been  erected  and  some  613  by  Private  Enterprise.  There  are 
at  present  under  construction  two  schemes  by  Messrs.  Wimpeys  at 
Spondon  and  Alvaston — including  the  erection  of  5 -storey  blocks, 
providing  ground  floor  accommodation  for  the  elderly  and  maison¬ 
ettes  for  families  above.  This  form  of  development  is  entirely  new 
to  this  Authority  and  to  the  community  we  serve. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards,  Engineer  and  General 
Manager  of  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  for  kindly  submitting 
a  report  on  the  Board’s  work,  with  special  reference  to  this  District 
which  it  supplies. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  confirmed 
the  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  of  the  land  required  by  this 
Authority  for  the  combined  Sewage  Disposal  and  Refuse  Composting 
Plant,  for  a  population  of  60,000  people. 

During  the  year  the  following  improvements  have  been  carried 
out  to  the  sewage  disposal  and  drainage  facilities  in  the  area.  The 
following  schemes  have  now  beer,  completed  :  The  Chaddesden 
foul  resewering  scheme,  the  Spondon  Outfall  Sewer  connecting  the 
foul  flow  from  Spondon  tc  the  Derby  Corporation  Sewage  Disposal 
Works,  the  Almshouses  Lane — Morley  Sewerage  and  Pumping 
Scheme  and  the  Shardlow  Surface  Water  Relief  Scheme. 

Also  during  the  year  approval  in  principle  has  been  received  in 
respect  of  the  proposed  Sewage  Disposal  Work  and  Composting 
Plant  at  Nooning  Lane,  Draycott,  the  Golden  Brook  Flood  Preven¬ 
tion  Scheme  which  consists  of  a  stormwater  reservoir  and  ancillarv 
works,  and  the  Sinfin  Moor  Surface  Water  Drainage  Scheme  pre- 
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pared  by  Sir  Herbert  Humphries  and  McDonald.  Approval  in 
principle  has  also  been  received  in  respect  of  j.  Dossor  and  Associ¬ 
ate’s  scheme  for  extending  Shardlow  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and 
the  Aston-on-Trent  pumping  station,  although  the  Ministry  have 
indicated  that  this  scheme  should  be  deferred  owing  to  the  limitations 
of  capital  expenditure. 

In  respect  of  Dossor’s  scheme  for  extending  Little  Eaton  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  the  Ministry  have  accepted  that  the  present  works 
are  inadequate  but  have  suggested  that  the  possibility  of  pumping 
the  flow  to  the  Derby  Corporation  sewerage  system  be  investigated. 

An  inquiry  on  the  Stanley  and  West  Hallam  Sewerage  Scheme 
entailing  some  6  miles  of  sewer  cannot  be  held  until  further  investi¬ 
gations  have  been  carried  out  concerning  necessary  extension  to  the 
Ilkeston  Corporation  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Further  consideration 
is  being  made  on  the  improving  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
facilities  in  Littleover  and  Chellaston. 

During  the  year,  residents  in  the  Sandiacre  area  were  subjected 
to  dust  nuisance  during  the  construction  of  the  M.l.  Motorway 
through  the  area.  This  involved  the  removal  of  millions  of  tons  of 
red  marl  and  rock  from  Sandiacre  Ridge  southwards.  Unfortunately, 
the  completion  of  the  bridge  across  the  railway  at  Sawley  was 
delayed  and  this  necessitated  transportation  on  the  public  roads. 

The  disturbance  to  residents  was  such  that  they  had  to  sleep  at 
the  rear  of  their  homes  to  get  some  relief  from  noise  and  dust.  All 
front  gardens,  walls,  roadways,  pavements  and  houses,  were  engrained 
with  red  marl.  An  alternative  route,  using  the  bed  of  the  motorway, 
was  suggested  to  the  Construction  Company  and  it  was  pointed  out 
that  if  the  nuisance  occurred  after  a  given  date,  proceedings  would 
be  taken.  No  further  complaints  were  received. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  has  involved  the 
Public  Health  Department  in  inspections  and  registrations  of  prem¬ 
ises.  This  is  an  important  Act  dealing  with  the  welfare,  safety  and 
health  of  all  workers  in  such  premises.  Many  enforcement  notices 
have  been  served  by  the  Department  and  complied  with  by  the 
responsible  person  concerned,  resulting  in  a  safer  and  healthier  en¬ 
vironment  for  employees. 

During  the  year  various  Health  Campaigns  were  carried  out 
with  the  help  of  the  Parish  Councils,  Senior  Schools,  Libraries, 
County  Clinics  and  General  Practitioners  in  the  District.  These 
Campaigns  covered  the  following  subjects  :  — 

(a)  Smoking  of  cigarettes  and  Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

( b )  Safety  in  the  Home. 

(c)  Personal  Hygiene. 

(d)  The  importance  of  Dental  Hygiene. 
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With  regard  to  these,  films  were  made  available  to  all  Senior 
Schools  and  a  good  response  was  received.  My  thanks  are  due  to 
Dr.  J.  M.  D.  Corrigan,  the  County  Senior  School  Medical  Officer 
and  Miss  Flay  for  their  assistance  in  these  important  matters. 

Deails  relating  to  other  matters  of  health,  vital  statistics,  water, 
housing  and  sanitation  of  the  District,  are  set  out  in  the  body  of  the 
Report. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreci¬ 
ation  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
personally,  for  his  assistance  and  that  of  his  staff  throughout  the 
year. 

My  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  G.  L.  Roe,  has  once 
more  been  a  tower  of  strength.  To  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  the  clerical  staff,  I  extend  my  thanks  for  their  loval  and  efficient 
work  throughout  year. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  thank  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  M.  C. 
Jefferies,  and  his  Deputy,  Mr.  I.  B.  Davies,  and  also  Mr.  C.  Beard- 
more,  our  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  T.  Kay,  m.b.e.  our  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  for  their  assistance  during  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Sir,  and  your  fellow  members  of  the 
Council  for  the  support  and  encouragement  which  you  have  accorded 
me.

“  Smoking  is  an  old  established  custom,  and  today  nearly  twelve 
million  men  and  over  six  million  women  in  Britain  are  fairly  heavy 
smokers.  In  1952  an  enquiry  was  held  to  find  out  the  relationship 
between  smoking  and  lung  cancer. 

The  scientific  results  of  this  enquiry  were  interesting  :  — 
Among  non-smokers,  one  death  in  every  300  was  due  to  lung  cancer. 
Whereas  in  those  who  smoked  ten  cigarettes  a  day,  lung  cancer 
accounted  for  one  death  in  every  twenty-five.  In  people  who  smoked 
twenty  cigarettes  a  day,  one  in  every  eight  was  due  to  lung  cancer. 

Nor  is  lung  cancer,  harmful  though  it  is,  the  only  bad  result  of 
smoking.  Bronchitis  is  aggravated  by  smoking  ;  smoking  depresses 
the  appetite,  and  can  also  affect  the  heart,  the  arteries  and  the  stomach. 
Taking  everything  into  consideration,  it  can  be  said  that  the  greatest 
step  we  could  take  in  making  lung  cancer  less  common  would  be  to 
teach  young  people  not  to  smoke.” 

Over  the  same  period  in  the  area  covered  by  South-East  Derby¬ 
shire,  deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  have  fallen  from  19 — 4 
whilst  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  has  increased  from  18-55,  and  deaths 
from  other  Carcinoma  from  87-152. 

It  should  be  noted  that  of  the  55  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the 
Lung,  39  were  males,  which  was  two  less  than  the  previous  year, 
whilst  female  deaths  unfortunately  rose  from  6-16.  This  is  indeed 
a  dramatic  increase. 

The  total  for  other  cancer  increased  from  130-152.

ten  years  in  deaths  from  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung,  is  over  70  per  cent., 
whilst  that  from  other  Carcinoma  has  decreased  by  12  per  cent. 

It  might  well  be  asked  what  is  being  done  about  this  Public 
Health  problem,  which  in  future  years  will  assume  greater  importance 
than  at  present,  if  the  present  trend  continues.  All  Authorities  have 
a  duty  with  regard  to  Public  Health  propaganda  and  Health  Edu¬ 
cation,  and  in  this  district  talks  have  been  given  to  children  in 
Secondary  Schools  on  the  danger  of  smoking,  particularly  cigarettes, 
and  also  to  Voluntary  Bodies.  These  talks  have  been  given  with  and 
without  the  aid  of  films  and  film-strips  which  are  available  on  the 
subject.  The  films  include  those  now  made  available  by  the  Central 
Office  of  Information,  which  are  suitable  not  only  for  senior  schools, 
but  also  includes  one  made  especially  for  junior  and  primary  schools. 
This  particular  film  was  well  received  in  both  senior  and  junior 
schools  in  the  District.  My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  J.  M.  D.  Corrigan, 
the  Senior  School  Medical  Officer  of  the  Countv  for  her  assistance 

J 

in  this  matter. 

N  o  matter  what  may  be  done  in  schools  it  is  only  tackling  the 
problem  with  regard  to  the  future  generation.  Unfortunately,  it  has 
been  shown  that  the  example  of  parents  with  regard  to  smoking, 
seriously  prejudices  their  children’s  chance  of  not  smoking.  As  might 
be  expected  the  percentage  of  children  who  smoke,  is  highest  where 
both  parents  smoke  and  lowest  where  both  parents  do  not  smoke. 
Example  in  this  matter  having  greater  effect  than  words  alone. 

Some  epidemiologists  regard  this  threat  of  Cancer  of  the  Lungs 
as  the  greatest  Public  Health  Menace  of  our  times,  since,  during 
1958  an  average  of  262  people  died  daily  from  malignant  diseases 
and  of  these,  54  died  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung,  By  comparison, 
accidents  caused  by  motor  vehicles  were  responsible  for  15  deaths 
a  day,  and  Tuberculosis  10  deaths.

During  the  year  37  (100)  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  noti¬ 
fied;  of  these  one  was  admitted  to  hospital.

Vaccine,  it  will  reduce  the  percentage  of  cases  in  this  age  group. 
They  are,  in  the  main,  early  cases  and  represent  the  impact  of 
industry  on  the  younger  generation  who  have  left  school. 

B.C.G.  Vaccine  is  now  offered  to  all  pupils  aged  13  years  and 
over  attending  senior  schools  in  the  district. 

For  treatment  to  be  successful  every  effort  must  be  made  to  find 
the  disease  at  the  earliest  possible  stage  and  with  the  present  services 
available,  there  can  be  little  excuse  for  any  adult  not  seeking  the 
advice  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  Green  Lane  Clinic,  Derby, 
through  the  kind  offices  of  his  or  her  doctor.

In  addition,  in  recent 
times,  redistribution  of  income  with  the  resultant  raised  standard  of 
living,  increased  amenities,  wider  range  of  foods,  etc.,  will  have  made 
a  contribution. 


Progress  from  now  on  will,  of  necessity,  be  slower,  but  this  should 
be  no  cause  for  despondency  or  complacency,  since  no-one  can  be 
satisfied  until  this  disease  has  been  eradicated  from  the  community.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  has  a  number  of  power 
stations  adjoining  the  River  Trent  ;  three  of  these,  at  Castle  Doning- 
ton,  Spondon  and  Willington,  are  in  close  proximity  to  this  district 
and  a  new  station  under  construction  at  Ratcliffe-on-Soar  is  only  a 
few  miles  away.  In  addition  to  monitoring  stations  operated  by  the 
Board,  the  Council  has  six  pollution  measuring  sites,  the  locations  of 
which  have  been  selected  with  regard  to  the  position  of  the  power

The  analytical  work  is  carried  out  monthly  by  the  Derbyshire 
County  Analyst’s  Department  and  the  data  in  the  tables  gives  the 
amount  of  insoluable  matter  collected  in  the  British  Standard  Deposit 
Gauges  expressed  in  milligrames  per  square  metre  per  day  (mg/nrrd); 
the  amount  of  rainfall  in  inches;  and  the  mean  rate  of  absorption  of 
sulphur  compounds  by  the  lead  dioxide  instruments.  The  rate  of 
sulphation  of  the  Standard  Lead  Dioxide  Candle  is  expressed  as 
milligrammes  of  Sulphur  Trioxide  per  100  square  centimetres  of  lead 
dioxide  surface  per  day.  (mg.  SOs/ 100cm2  Pb02d.).  Corrected  to 
Batch  “A”  lead  dioxide. 


This  does  not  imply  that  the  sulphur  absorbed  by  the  dioxide  was 
in  the  form  of  Sulphur  Trioxide  in  the  air  ;  it  is  merely  the  Analyst’s 
method  of  recording  amounts  of  Sulphate  in  the  exposed  candle.

The  Road  Safety  Committee  continued  its  activities  during  the 
year  and  met  on  nine  occasions. 

In  addition  to  the  Rural  District  Council,  the  Police,  School- 
teachers,  Public  Transport,  Women’s  Institute,  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  British  Road  Services,  Derby  and  District  Trades  Council, 
Parent  Teachers  Association  and  Cycling  interests  are  represented 
on  the  Committee. 

The  training  of  child  cyclists  for  the  Cycling  Proficiency  Test 
continued  and  100  chidren  passed  the  test  during  the  year. 

Through  the  interest  of  local  residents,  the  Committee  have  been 
able  to  establish  “Tufty”  clubs  at  Chaddesden  and  Spondon  at  which 
training  in  road  safety  is  given  U>  the  under  five  year  olds.  The 
Clubs,  which  meet  monthly  at  the  Public  Hall,  Chaddesden  and  the 
Village  Hall,  Spondon,  are  well  supported  and  are  providing  a  very 
useful  service. 

Regretably  the  road  accident  figures  for  the  Rural  District  were 
up  again  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Details  of  accidents

Miss  P.  Brooks,  s.R.n.,s.c.m.,h.V.,  is  the  Housing  Welfare  Officer 
of  this  Authority.  Her  work  deals  directly  with  the  tenants  on  the 
Council’s  housing  estates.  The  total  number  of  houses  on  the 
Authority’s  estates  is  recorded  elsewhere. 

Among  her  duties  are  the  following  :  • — 

(a)  To  help  and  assist  by  practical  instruction  and  advise  families 
causing  concern  to  this  Authority,  because  of  their  inability  to 
cope  with  the  ordinary  day-to-day  problems.  These  families 
may  have  been  brought  to  notice  because  of  lack  of  care  of 
house,  property  and  garden,  or  differences  with  neighbours  or 
neglected  state  of  children  ;  poor  rent  records,  or  other  family 
problems  such  as  ill-health,  etc. 

( b )  To  watch  over  the  interests  and  visit  old  people  occupying 
Council  houses. 

(c)  To  investigate  neighours’  disputes  and  quarrels  and  other 
troubles  between  tenants,  with  a  view  to  a  satisfactory  solution 
on  the  spot. 

(d)  To  assist  the  Housing  Manager  in  the  work  of  the  Housing 
Department. 

(e)  To  visit  and  inspect  houses  which  are  the  subject  of  a  pro¬ 
posed  exchange  between  the  tenants.

Direct  labour  refuse  collection  and  disposal  continued  through¬ 
out  the  whole  district  during  the  year. 

Two  S.D1.  35  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  vehicles  were  acquired  during 
the  year  and  by  continuing  the  plan  for  replacing  two  vehicles  per 
year,  a  further  two  similar  vehicles  were  on  order  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  During  the  year  an  S.D.  vehicle  equipped  with  mechanical 
loading  apparatus  was  given  a  trial. 

The  wages  of  personnel  increased  by  7/-  per  week  in  September 

- this  was  the  third  and  last  instalment  of  the  three-year  package 

settlement  negotiated  in  1963.  In  addition,  a  further  7/-  per  week 
increase  was  payable  from  April,  having  been  inserted  in  the  package 
settlement  with  the  object  of  “restoring  the  value  of  the  1963  settle¬ 
ment.” 

January  1966  saw  the  reduction  of  the  normal  working  week  to 
40  hours  ;  thus  the  week  had  been  reduced  from  44  hours  to  40 
hours  by  two  stages  over  a  period  of  four  years. 

The  Joint  Works  Committee,  which  held  its  first  meeting  in 
December  1964,  met  on  three  occasions  in  1965.  The  main  business 
dealt  with  during  the  year  was  a  revision  of  the  incentive  bonus 
scheme  for  refuse  collection,  which  had  been  originally  introduced 
in  1955.  The  new  scheme  provides  for  a  payment  of  3-Jd.  for  each 
premises  dealt  with  above  a  fixed  target  (previously  2d.)  and  a 
typical  week  showed  an  average  bonus  of  £3/18s./6d.  per  man.  The 
new  bonus  scheme  came  into  operation  during  March  and  at  the 
same  time,  the  number  of  collection  rounds  was  increased  from  12 
to  13  by  a  redistribution  of  existing  employees.  This  represented 
the  first  alteration  in  the  number  of  collection  rounds  for  many 


years. 

•/ 

Controlled  tipping  was  continued  throughout  the  year  on  sites 
at  Chellaston,  Morley  and  Sandiacrc.  The  latter  site  had  been  re¬ 
opened  in  December  1964  and  a  considerable  amount  of  apprehension 
was  expressed  by  local  householders  whose  properties  were  very  close 
to  the  site.  This  close  proximity  of  development  represents  one  of 
the  difficulties  experienced  in  obtaining  tipping  sites  and  for  years 
now  any  site  obtainable  has  possessed  disadvantages  of  one  kind  or 
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another.  With  the  rapid  filling'  of  existing  sites  and  the  lack  of 
new  sites,  it  is  obvious  that  some  alternative  method  of  disposal  will 
have  to  be  used.  The  Council  favour  composting  as  this  method 
will  have  an  attraction  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  sludge  as  well 
as  refuse  and  a  Local  Hearing  was  held  by  the  Minister  of  Housing 
&  Local  Government  in  September  to  investigate  the  Council's 
proposal  to  erect  new  sewage  disposal  works  and  a  composting  plant 
on  the  same  site  at  Noonings  Lane,  Draycott.  A  new  Massey 
Ferguson  industrial  tractor  with  a  bucket  which  can  also  be  used  as 
a  bull-dozer  blade  wras  acquired  during  the  year  for  use  on  the 
Sandiacre  site.  This  machine  has  a  torque  converter  instead  cf 
conventiaf  transmission  and  if  successful  in  continued  operation, 
will  eventually  become  standard  equipment  at  all  the  tipping  sites. 

The  arrangements  for  cleaning  bus  shelters  and  litter  bins 
continued  throughout  the  year  and  the  engagement  of  further  part- 
time  street  cleaners  was  continued  as  opportunity  permitted.  The 
Council  gave  special  consideration  to  the  whole  question  of  street 
cleaning  and  although  attracted  by  the  idea  of  taking  over  the  whole 
service  throughout  the  district,  they  were  deterred  by  manpower 
difficulties.  Substantial  quantities  of  rubbish  were  again  removed 
from  grass  verges  and  roadside  ditches.  There  is  no  necessity  for 
any  resident  in  the  Rural  District  to  indulge  in  this  practise,  as 
special  arrangements  can  be  made  to  collect  this  kind  of  rubbish 
direct  from  houses  and  other  properties. 

A  special  Sub- Committee  was  formed  to  discuss  the  workings 
of  the  garage  and  depot  at  Spondon  concerning  both  Public  Health 
and  Housing  activities.  The  Sub-Committee  held  two  meetings  in 
1965  and  early  in  1966  a  consultant  was  engaged  to  investigate  the 
whole  of  the  functions  performed  at  the  depot.

Noise  Abatement  Act. 

Special  investigations  were  made  of  all  complaints  received. 
None  of  these  call  for  special  mention  except  to  note  that  the  com¬ 
plaints  about  factory  premises  at  Melbourne  and  Littleover  referred 
to  in  the  1964  report  were  still  being  dealt  with. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  foul  sewerage  schemes  for  Chaddesden  and  the  Moriey 
Moor  area  of  the  parishes  of  Breadsall  and  Moriey  were  completed 
during  the  year.  All  properties  were  connected  to  the  new  sewers 
and  the  installation  of  waterclosets  was  proceeding. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  owner  of  land  at 
Breaston  which  was  persistently  used  by  unauthorised  caravans  and 
a  fine  of  £5.  was  imposed. 

Public  Conveniences. 

The  twelve  conveniences  continued  in  use  throughout  the  year. 
The  new  design  of  the  latest  two  conveniences  continued  to  give 
immunity  to  frost  damage.  All  the  conveniences  sustained  a  certain 
amount  of  wilful  damage. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

Four  premises  in  the  district  are  registered  under  the  Act  and 
two  firms  are  licensed  to  store  rag  flock.

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NARRATIVE  REPORT. 

Registration  and  Inspection. 

1.  During  1964  the  Inspectors  engaged  on  work  under  the  Act 
carried  out  a  systematic  survey  of  the  whole  District.  All  classes 
of  premises  were  visited  and  those  occupiers  whose  premises 
required  registration  were  supplied  with  the  appropriate  forms 
and  where  necessary  advice  was  given  concerning  the  completion 
of  the  forms.  All  registrations  were  completed  by  the  end  of 
1964. 

2.  During  1965  a  further  75  premises  were  registered  comprising: 

(a)  change  of  occupier  of  premises  previously  registered  ; 

( b )  premises  previously  nan-registered  now  falling  within 
the  scope  of  the  Act  ;  and 

(c)  new  premises. 

3.  The  total  number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  1965  is 
519,  an  increase  of  9  over  1964.  Allowing  for  14  premises 
which  were  transferred  to  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  for  one 
reason  or  another  there  were  52  premises  concerned  with 
change  of  occupier  or  altered  circumstances,  so  that  registration 
was  no  longer  required.  This  represents  about  10%  of  the  total 
number  of  premises  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  whether 
this  pattern  of  change  applies  during  1966. 

4.  In  carrying  out  the  systematic  survey  all  premises  including 
those  not  requiring  registration  were  visited  and  it  was  sur¬ 
prising  how  many  premises  revealed  a  change  in  status  during 
a  short  period,  thereby  demonstrating  the  need  for  periodical 
rechecking.  When  visiting  premises  including  non-registered 
premises,  inspections  were  also  made  under  other  statutes  apply¬ 
ing  to  such  premises  and  various  other  registrations  were 
checked  e.g., 

Shops  Act  1950; 

Shops  (Early  Closing  Days)  Act  1965  ; 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960  ; 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  (Section  16)  ; 

Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959. 

5.  During  the  year  359  general  inspections  and  20  other 
visits  were  made  concerning  in  all  some  317  premises.  63%  of 
registered  premises  had  received  at  least  one  general  inspection 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  information  submitted  to  the 
Minister  on  Form  O'.S.R.  14  does  not  give  a  complete  picture 
of  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  in  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  in  that  it  is  only  concerned  with  registered  premises. 
It  is  of  course  necessary  to  visit  non-registered  premises  in 
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order  to  ascertain  whether  or  <not  they  fall  within  the  scope  of 
the  Act.  Detailed  statistics  relating  to  registration  and  inspec- 
ions,  together  with  analyses  of  employees  in  registered  premises 
are  tabulated  on  page  57. 

Attitude  of  Occupiers. 

6  Generally  occupiers  of  premises  have  received  the  Inspectors  in 
a  courteous  manner  and  have  displayed  a  willingness  to  comply 
with  requirements  of  the  Act.  During  the  year  some  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  convincing  a  local  brewery  about  the  necessity 
of  registering  certain  tenanted  public  houses.  The  position  is 
made  quite  clear  in  L.A.  Circular  3. 

Attitude  of  Employees. 

7.  Reactions  by  employees  have  been  few.  In  somle  cases  older 
persons  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  inspections  made 
under  the  Act  and  often  recalled  the  type  of  working  conditions 
which  were  prevalent  in  their  youth.  Some  employees  expressed 
the  view  that  the  Act  ought  to  have  been  introduced  years  ago. 

Enforcement  of  the  Act. 

General. 

8.  Generally  a  higher  standard  was  found  at  food  premises  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960  than 
at  other  premises.  Many  shops  have  living  accommodation 
attached  and  in  every  case  so  far  inspected,  the  employers  allow 
employees  ready  use  of  facilities  of  the  dwelling  accommodation. 
Generally  the  only  requirement  at  this  type  of  premises  has 
been  the  provision  of  thermometers,  first-aid  kits,  and  the  guard¬ 
ing  of  dangerous  machinery. 

Cleanliness  (Section  4). 

9.  Generally  all  classes  of  premises  were  found  to  be  in  a  reasonable 
state  of  cleanliness.  Where  it  was  necessary  to  call  the  attention 
of  occupiers  to  unsatisfactory  conditions  these  cases  have  always 
concerned  rooms  and  places  not  normally  seen  by  the  public. 
Under  sub-section  3  the  Minister  may  make  Regulations  and  if 
such  are  eventually  made  it  will  be  useful  if  they  are  similar  to 
those  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Act,  which 
require  the  occupier  to  keep  records. 

Over-crowding  (Section  5). 

10.  The  only  serious  case  met  with  concerned  a  small  hut  used  as 
an  office  by  a  transport  concern.  The  two'  employees  had  only 
500  cu.  ft.  of  air  space,  even  before  making  allowances  for 
furniture  etc.  They  had  complained  to  their  employers  and  been 
informed  that  as  they  were  man  and  wife  they  were  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  Following  a  general  inspection, 
the  firm  is  obtaining  more  suitable  accommodation. 
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Temperature  (Section  6). 

1 1 .  Generally  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Here 
again  in  the  case  of  combined  houses  and  shops,  employees 
were  allowed  to  intake  use  of  the  dwelling  accommodation.  It 
was  found  that  the  larger  shops  and  super-markets  had  provided 
either  overhead  electric  heaters  or  storage  heaters  at  the  various 
checking  points.  Offices  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Ventilation  (Section  7). 

12.  Generally  premises  have  been  found  satisfactory  even  though 
modern  shop  fitting  omits  the  traditional  fanlight  over  the 
entrance  door. 

Lighting  (Section  8). 

13.  L.A.  Circular  9  (Supplement  1)  dated  9th  August  1965  requires 
Local  Authorities  to  enclose  with  the  Annual  Report  a  special 
Report  on  Lighting  Standards  and  this  is  included  in  page  63. 

Sanitary  Conveniences  (Section  9). 

14.  Generally  all  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  although 
at  a  number  of  shops,  having  limited  storage  space,  the  sanitary 
conveniences  and  their  intervening  ventilating  spaces  were  some¬ 
times  used  for  storage — mainly  involving  the  storage  of  empty 
bottles. 

Washing  Facilities  (Section  10). 

15.  The  Washing  Facilities  Regulations  1964  wffiich  came  into 
operation  on  1st  January,  1966,  detail  the  type  and  number  of 
facilities  to  be  provided  in  relation  to  the  number  of  employees. 
Regulation  3(3)  provides  that  in  the  case  of  any  premises  where 
more  than  five  persons  are  regularly  employed  at  one  time,  in¬ 
cluding  persons  of  both  sexes,  washing  facilities  must  be  pro¬ 
vided  in  “proper  separate  accommodation"  for  persons  of  each 
sex  if  the  circumstances  affecting  the  premises  are  such  that 
this  is  “reasonably  practicable”.  A  number  of  shops  having 
washing  facilities  in  a  room  used  in  common,  i.e.  a  Mess  Room 
or  Stock  Room,  have  been  met  with  and  in  one  or  two  cases 
the  additional  washing  facilities  have  only  been  provided  rather 
reluctantly. 

Drinking  Wafer  (Section  i  I). 

16.  No  problems  have  been  encountered  under  this  section. 

Accommodation  for  Clothing  (Section  12). 

17.  No  problems  have  been  encountered  under  this  section. 
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Seating  (Sections  13  and  14). 

18.  No  problems  have  been  encountered  under  this  section  although 
counter  staff  at  one  Bank  preferred  to  stand  rather  than  use  the 
stools  provided. 

Facilities  for  Eating  (Section  15). 

19.  No  problems  have  been  encountered  under  this  section  as  in 
most  cases  employees  are  able  to  go  home  for  meals. 

Floors,  Passages  &  Stairs  (Section  16). 

20.  A  high  proportion  of  cellar  steps  and  staircases  were  found  to 
be  without  hand  rails.  Where  doors  open  directly  on  to  a  stair¬ 
case  or  cellar  steps,  the  provision  of  a  warning  notice  has  been 
recommended.  This  suggestion  has  generally  been  welcomed 
and  the  notices  duly  installed  at  the  time  of  revisiting. 

Dangerous  Machinery  (Sections  17,  18  and  19). 

21.  These  sections  accounted  for  the  largest  number  of  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  circumstances.  Every  electrically  operated  gravity  feed 
food  slicing  machine  examined  was  inadequately  guarded.  Some 
push  bench  type  circular  saws  were  being  used  without  top 
guards  and  riving  knives  and  in  one  case  an  unguarded  Vee-Belt 
drive  was  found  on  an  air  compressor.  The  Act  is  not  concerned 
with  hoists,  lifts,  chains,  ropes,  cranes  and  other  lifting  tackle. 
Where  such  has  been  found  in  shop  premises  advice  on  the  lines 
of  the  requirements  of  the  Factories  Act  has  been  offered. 

Prohibition  of  Heavy  Work  (Section  23). 

22.  No  person  may  be  required  in  the  course  of  his  work  to  lift, 
carry  or  move  a  load  so  heavy  as  to  be  likely  to  cause  him 
injury.  No  problems  have  been  encountered  by  this  section. 

First-Aid  (Section  24). 

23.  No  problems  have  been  encountered  regarding  the  provision 
of  first-aid  equipment. 

Accidents  (Section  48). 

24.  The  following  statistical  tables  have  been  compiled  from  notifi¬ 
cations  received  on  Form  OSR  2  and  represent  a  summary  of 
the  four  quarterly  returns  made  to  the  Minister.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  most  common  form  of  accident  was  concerned  with 
the  use  of  hand  tools  in  shops.  As  in  1964  no  female  under 
the  age  of  18  years  was  injured,  although  in  general  age  seems 
to  have  little  bearing  on  accidents.

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SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  LIGHTING  AS  REQUIRED  BY 

L.  A.  CIRCULAR  9. 

Months  of  October,  November  and  December  1965. 

(Paragraph  2). 

(1)  A  general  impression  of  the  standards  of  lighting ,  both  natural 
and  artificial,  in  offices  and  shops,  including  staircases ,  corridors , 
zvash places,  etc. 

It  was  the  general  impression  that  public  rooms  were  ade¬ 
quately  lighted,  but  that  rooms  not  open  to  the  public  were 
frequently  inadequately  lighted  particularly  at  food  slicing 
machines. 

(2)  Examples  of  unsatisfactory  lighting  and  whether  these  were 
associated  with  any  particular  class  of  premises . 

It  was  found  that  lighting  in  public  houses  is  generally  poor 
and  whilst  it  is  appreciated  that  subdued  lighting  may  add 
character  to  such  places  it  was  felt  that  behind  the  bar  at  pump 
level  the  lighting  should  be  of  the  order  of  20/30  lumens  per 
square  foot. 

(3)  Whether  any  specific  standards  of  lighting,  in  terms  of  lumens , 
have  been  recommended  in  advice  to  occupiers. 

The  following  specific  standards  of  lighting  have  been  recom¬ 
mended  :  — 

(а)  over  cutting  machines,  desks,  typewriters  and  the  like — 
30/45  lumens  per  square  foot  ; 

(б)  shop  counters  and  public  house  bars — 20/30  lumens  per 
square  foot  ; 

(c)  store-rooms — 10/20  lumens  per  square  foot  ; 

(d)  passages — 5/10  lumens  per  square  foot. 

(4)  Whether  any  instances  of  excessive  glare  have  been  noticed 
and  what  standards  have  been  used  in  assessing  it. 

No  cases  have  been  noted.

(2)  Standards  of  lighting  in  lumens  per  square  foot  in  the  working 
areas  of  shops,  etc.,  stockrooms,  packing  departments,  prepara¬ 
tion  roams,  etc.,  compared  with  the  standards  of  lighting  in  the 
selling  areas. 

Generally  selling  areas  were  found  to  vary  between  15  &  60 
lumens  per  square  foot  and  back  rooms  between  5  &  20  lumens. 


Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

In  addition  to  routine  inspections  of  food  premises,  special  in¬ 
vestigations  were  made  in  a  number  of  cases.  One  firm  of  bakers 
was  fined  £5.  on  each  of  two  charges,  one  relating  to  the  presence 
of  bird  droppings  in  a  wrapped  loaf  and  the  other  to  the  sale  of 
cake  in  a  mouldy  condition.  Formal  cautions  were  issued  in  two 
cases. 

Plastic  toy  tool  sets  imported  from  Hong  Kong  were  found  to 
contain  excess  lead  and  were  withdrawn  from  sale. 

The  County  Analyst  has  kindly  furnished  the  following  inform- 
tion  relating  to  the  work  done  by  his  Department  during  the  year 
so  far  as  it  relates  to  this  district  :  — 

“During  the  year  204  samples  were  taken  and  all  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Following  consumer  complaints,  a  number  of  samples  sub¬ 
mitted  by  your  Department  were  examined  and  reported 
upon.  Three  complaints  were  about  bread — one  contained 
bird  droppings,  two  were  stained  with  oil  and  one  was  dis¬ 
coloured  due  to  the  presence  of  brown  or  wholemeal  flour. 
Dark  material  in  a  Meat  Pie  was  kidney  tissue,  a  trace  of  iron 
caused  dark  marks  in  sausages,  liver  contained  gall  stones 
and  black  staining  in  canned  corned  beef  was  due  to  the 
presence  of  iron.-’ 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

During  the  year  1.277  visits  were  made  to  the  7  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  the  district,  all  of  which  comply  with  the  Slaughterhouses 
Regulations  1958,  which  came  into  full  operation  in  the  district  on 
January  1st,  1962. 


There  is  a  100%  meat  inspection  in  the  district- — all  animals 
slaughtered  for  food  are  examined  and  inspected  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963. 


The  regulations  also  permit  the  local  Authority  to  make  charges 
for  meat  inspection  not  exceeding  :  — 


2/6d.  per  horse  or  adult  bovine, 
9d.  per  calf  or  pig. 

6d.  per  sheep,  lamb  or  goat. 


This  local  authority  charges  the  maximum.  During  the  period 
4th  January,  1965  to  1st  January,  1966,  the  income  from  this  service 
was  as  follows  :  —

The  cost  to  the  Council  to  provide  this  service  is  considerably 
in  excess  of  the  income  from  inspection  fees.
